Garden Checklist
By California Association of Nurserymen

1. Keep Fuchsias growing fast with regular water- 
ing and feeding. Pinch out some new growth to guide 
the rest in whatever direction you choose.

2. Tag Bearded Iris when in bloom so you'll know 
what colors you are dividing and replanting after 
bloom is gone. .

3. Tomatoes are often fussy about their climate re­ 
quirements. The plants your nurseryman offers are 
adapted to your own area.

4. Feed Camellias, Azaleas and Rhododendrons 
with acid-type fertilizer alter bloom. Keep them moist 
at all times.

r>. Shop nurseries for a vine to provide overhead 
shade in patios or terraces. Grapes are one answer 
and can be set out from nursery containers now.
